The bitter cold that blanketed 


much of the nation east of the 
Rocky Mountains for nearly a 
week has begun moderating and 
light snows moved eastward into 
the Midwest. 


Temperature rises of 3 to 20 de- 


grees were recorded Sunday m 
much of the below-zero sections. 
Continued warming was foreca". 
for today. 


Only in the East was the sharp 


chill unbroken. Temperaturep were 
as much as 7 degrees lower Sun- 
day than the day before fro*i New 
England southward to Nort i Caro- 
lina, and freezing reading- * extend- 
ed as far s o u t h a* northern 
Florida. 


Zero temperatures w e r e still 


prevalent in the uppe. Ohio Valley 
and northern New F-igland. 


Precipitation me .ing in from the 


west was predated to take the 
form of rain or mixed snow and 
ram in southern and central por- 
tions of Ill'-.iois and Indiana. 


WASHINGTON (2>— Sea. Mans- 


field (D-Mont) said today interna- 
tional affairs have reached the 
stage where members of Congress 
must "put our faith in President 
Eisenhower" to reach a settlement 
of world problems without war. 


Mansfield, a member of the Sen- 


ate Foreing Relations Committee, 
said he was "standing behind the 
President" on U. S. support of a 
United Nations effort to end hostil- 
ities between the Chinese National- 
ists and Communists in the area 
of Formosa. 


Although he said this move im- 


plies "the recognition of the exist- 
ence of two Chinas," Mansfield 
said he is willing to follow Eisen- 
hower's lead in the matter. 


Although Mansfield and all other 


Senators announcing- a stand have 
opposed a U.N. seat for Red China. 
Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas said Sunday night that 
eventually must come. 


"The ultimate policital settle- 


ment 
of the 
China 
problem," 


Douglas told the New York Uni- 
versity School of Law. "involves 
recognition of two Chinas and the 
grant of seats in the United Na- 
tions to both of them " 


Chairman George (D-Gai of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee said in an NBC television ap- 
pearance the time hasn't come for 
talking about either U S recogni- 
tion or a U.N. seat for Red China. 
But this country must not be 
afraid, 
he 
added, 
"to discuss 


frankly'1 anything that may lead 
to peace "as long as we discuss 
from a position of strength." 


Sen. Knowland iR-Calif) said he 


favors a temporary truce, but that 
the price of a cease-fire must not 
be an agreement to "pour more 
free territory down the Communist 
dram." 


He apparently referred to the 


possibility that Nationalist leader 
Chiarg Kai-shek might be persuad- 
ed to give up Quemoy. Matsu and 
other coastal islands to the Com- 
munists as part of a cease-fire 
agreement. 


Knowland said a cease-fire with- 


out advantage to either side would 
preserve the possibility that Chiang 
sometime might return tc the main 
land.

ing them. A startled person may 
make the very move you are trying 
to warn him against.

STATION, Alaska UV—From this 
weird, mountaintop site, where an 
electronic eye scans the skies in 
ceaseless vigil, may come the first 
alarm to the United States that 
enemy bombers are on the way. 


For obvious reasons, the precise 


location may not be disclosed. But 
one may say that it is in western 
Alaska, and one in a network of 
similar stations across the north- 
land. 


Some of the stations are close 


enough to the international bound- 
ary in the Berring Sea and Bering 
Strait so that, on occasion, the 
probing eye glimpses aircraft fly- 
ing in the skies beyond the bound- 
ary. Conversely, it may be as- 
sumed that Soviet radar sights 
American planes over the western- 
most fringes of Alaska. 


Here is the way the station looks 


to an arriving visitor: 


Perched on the domed top of a 


snowclad mountain is a gigantic 
bubble, kept in globular shape by 
air pressure. Within the fiber glass 
bubble, a huge radar antenna ro- 
tates constantly, day and night, 
peering into the distance and aloft. 


The bubble protects the antenna 


from snow and ice, without inter- 
fering with the radar impulses. 


From the bubble, a visitor de- 


scends through an airlock, much 
like a chamber in a submarine and 
used to maintain constant air pres- 
sure within the bubble, to the ra- 
dar room below. 


There half a dozen men are on 


duty in the darkened room. On the 
black face of a 'scope a bright 
blue pencil line of light rotates, its 
cycle corresponding to the rotation 
of the antenr.a above. 


The 'scope gives clues to aircraft 
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seen, their number and their speed. 


From the room goes forth, to 


a steady flow, information radioed 
back to a control center in Alas- 
ka, to be interpreted mrA fitted into 
a general pattern.

The story begins 


to look like a rerun of an old picture. 
And if the Red Chinese repeat themselves, as they have 


so far, they will demand a seat in the U. N. as the . > :ce of a 
Formosan cease-fire. This time their chances look belter.

Truman was so fed up with the failures of Chiang Kai- 


shek and his Nationalists that, when the Reds routed them 
to Formosa in late 1949, he said on Jan. 5, 1950, the United 
States would not—"at this time"—defend Formosa from the 
Reds.The phrase "at this time" would let him intervene if the. 
United States got involved in Asia later. It did on June 25, | 
1950, when the North Korean Reds invaded South Korea. 
Truman ordered the 7th fleet to defend Formosa. 


Truman said he did it to prevent spread of Asian fight- 


ing. It was not a permanent solution for Formosa. Truman 
said a solution would wait upon the restoration of peace or 
consideration bv the U. N.*

* 


Chou En-Lai, Red Chinese foreign minister, responded 


at once. He defied Truman, said the Reds would "liberate" 
Formosa. On Aug. 24 he sent a note to the U. X. charging 
the United States with aggression against Formosa. 


The United States said it would welcome U. N. discus- 


sion. The world organization asked the Red Chinese to send 
a delegation to U. N. headquarters in New York. At first 
Chou rejected the offer, said Formosa was no concern of 
the U. N. 


Soon he changed his mind, sent a delegation. It arrived 


in Novemberftl950. By then, since it had jumped into the 
Korean war, Red China was in poor shape to convince any- 
one the United States was an aggressor in Formosa. 


Russia, however, had backed up her Chinese ally by 


calling: the United States an aggressor in Formosa. On Dec. 
22, 1950, Chou laid down his terms for a cease-fire in Korea: 
a seat in the U. N. for Red China, plus withdrawal of Ameri- 
can forces from Korea and Formosa.

Now the picture is being rerun. 
Two weeks ago Eisenhower suggested the U. N. try to 


work out a cease-fire in the Formosa area. Chou responded 
at once. Just as he had defied Truman, he defied Eisenhower, 
vowed to take Formosa, and said the Formosan problem was 
no business of the U. N. 


Nevertheless, the U. N. Security Council arranged to 


discuss today a cease-fire around Formosa. And yesterday, 
just as it had before, Russia called the United States an ag- 
gressor against Formosa. 


The Red Chinese haven't been invited to send a delega- 


tion to the U. N. yet but probably will be. After more talk 
of not wanting U. N. intervention. Chou no doubt will send 
a delegation. If he repeats himself, he will demand a U. N. 
seat as the price of a case-fire.

Doctor Discusses Cause of 
Angina Pectoris; Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. H.D. 


A series of excellent questions 


suomitted by E. B. deal with 
angina pectcns. These questions 
do not cover the subject entirely 
but 3. discussion of the paragraph 
by paragraph may be of interest 
to others besides the inquirer. 


What are the symptoms of an-

the angina. About ail which can be 
said at the moment is that surgery 
aimed directly at treatment of an- 
gina pectoris is still experimental 
and is not suitable for all victims 
of that disorder. 


What precautions are necessary? 


There is little which can be recom- 
mended to the person who is well 
and wishes to avoid ever getting 
angina. We simply do not know 
enough about the causes to recom- 
mend any specific precautions. 
Once a person has definite angina 
pectons, however, it is important 
for him to avoid, if at all possible, 
the muscular effort which brings 
on an attack, to get sufficient rest 
and to shun those emotions such 
as anger, fear or worry which may 
of themselves bring on the signs 
of angina. 


IS SMOKING HARMFUL? In 


many people smoking causes a 
contraction of the blood vessels 
ar.d in many victims of angina 
smoking is definitely harmful for 
this reason. It cannot do any good 
and is therefore better omitted in 
the presence of angina pectoris. 


What is the future of a patient 


suffering from this condition? A 
good many years ago the outlook 
was considered rather dim but ex- 
perience has shown that we can be 
much more optimistic about it. 
Many, many people have learned 
to live with their angina success- 
fully and have had long years of 
reasonably good health after the 
first signs appeared.

Asks Congress to Help 
Insure Against DIness 


WASHINGTON •& — President 


Eisenhower today asked Congress 
to help bolster and expand private 
health insurance plans as part of 
a broad program for a healthier 
America. 


In a special message, Eisenhow- 


er proposed a federal re-insurance 
service through which private com- 
panies could share the risk of ex- 
perimental and expanding plans 
to: 


1. Extend health insurance to 


farm families. 


2. Provide 
more 
protection 


against the costs of medical care 
in the home or physician's office 
3s well as hospitals. 


Eisenhower called it "a program 


which involves no government sub- 
sidy ar.d no government competi- 
tion v.-ith private insurance car- 
riers." 


Calls for Grants 


In another section of his mes- 


sage, he also called for grants to 
the states to help them combat 
juvenile delinquency and asked for 
stepped up programs against smog 
and water pollution. 


Further, he asked increased aid 


for nurses training, authority to 
make grants for mental health 
projects, and a system of govern- 
ment mortgage insurance for pri- 
vate construction of clinics, hos- 
pitals, nursing homes and other 
health facilities. 


Specifically, the President pro- 


posed a five-year p r o g r a m of 
grants to state vocational educa- 
tion agencies for training of prac- 
tical nurses. His message did not 
give a dollar total. 


Eisenhower told the lawmakers: 
'•Because the strength of our na- 


tion is in its people, their good 
health is a proper national con- 
cern; healthy Americans live more 
rewarding, more productive and 
h^ypier lives. Fortunately, the na- 
tion continues its advance in bet- 
tering the health of all its people."

Measures as Curbs

NEW YORK (-H — The United 


States and Britain are taking some 
gentle measures aimed at staving 
off another inflationary onslaught 
on the purchasing power of money. 


Here the money managers fret 


lest stock speculation and easily 
financed home building get out of 
hand. In England they worry be- 
cause wages and prices are climb- 
tog. 


In preparing for this preventive 


war against a possible renewal of 
inflation, both are using as weap- 
ons the control of the supply of 
available credit and the raising of 
interest rates. 


Pressure De\elops 


Pressure for higher prices is 


developing in the United States, 
too, on some commodities — such 
as copper, rubber, tin and fuel 
oil. And demands for higher wages 
are being readied for spring in 
several industries. 


But Washington says these in- 


flationary forces are weak as yet. 
It cites the fairly stable price level 
of commodities as a whole, and the 
fact that unemployment now totals

another drain on what your dollar 
will buy at the store. 


Raise Interest 


The British gently slapped the 


wrists of speculators by raising the 
interest rate which the Bank of 
England charges for lending its 
funds. Our Federal Reserve Board 
isn't expected to take any such 
step while the U. S. Treasury is 
In the midst of refunding some 15 
billion dollars of the public debt. 


The measures which the U. S. 


money managers have taken so 
far are mostly passive. They con- 
tend they haven't pushed interest 


rates higher. It's just that they've 
stopped preventing an increase. 
The Federal Reserve avows a 
policy of seeing that there'* plenty 
of credit available to keep business 
humming — but not of supplying 
any excess that could be turned to 
speculation.

Kept Him Young 


"To my mind there is no man

Work- 
ing with the boys so long has kept 
me young." 


Marty admits now "I was a wild 


boy myself when I came here from 
Tipperary." That was in 1S96, he 
was only 20, and his first job at 
West Point was as a mess hall 
waiter. 


"I got $13 a month pay—with 


breakage taken out," he recalied. 
"and one day I fell with my arrr.s 
full of dishes and it cost nie a 
couple of months pay. 


"As soon as I could I enlisted, 


because I liked the brass buttons 
very much." 


Dry Land Swimmer 


Thirty years later he retired as 


a sergeant, but merely went home 
and changed his clothes and came 
right back as civilian superintend- 
ent of the West Point gymn. That 
was in 1928. When he fnaiiy re- 
tired in 1946. the cadets paraded 
before him in special review and 
gave him a gold watch. Marty's 
blue eyes still get misty when he 
talks of that day. 


Marty became famous at West 


Point as a swimming- teacher who 
had never learned to swim him- 
self. Carrying out a strictly dry- 
land technique, Maher, who has a 
low opinion of water under any 
circumstances, taught hundreds of 
cadets to swim over a 35-vear pe- 
riod.

The latest volume includes testi- 


mony taken at a public hearing in 
San Francisco Dec. 13 from Mrs. 
Sylvia C. Powell, wife of John W. 
Powell, former editor of the China 
Monthly Review. 


Powell was a witness before the 


subcommittee at a hearing here 
last September. When asked about 
Communis: affiliations, he refused 
to answer under his constitutional 
protection against possible self-in- 
cri ruination. 


Press Treason Charge 


Jenner later announced he had 


asked Atty. Gen. Brownell to press 
a treason charge against Powell. 


Another witness who similarly 


refused to answer questions before 
the subcommittee was William 
K. Hinton, of Putney, Vt. Like 
Powell, he was sent to China as a 
government employe and stayed on 
to work there after the Commu- 
nist took over. 


Jenner said in his statement to- 


day that both Powell and Hinton 
acknowledged that "they had been 
lecturing or writing in praise of 
Communist China ever since their 
return, but neither would reveal 
who was sponsoring their work or 
give any details of their activities." 


Refuses Question 


Mrs. Powell refused to say 


whether she was or had been a 
member of the Communist party 
and declined to answer numerous 
other questions under her Fifth 


Amendment protection against pos- 
sible self-incrimination. 


American soldiers who were 


captured by the <^i"*«» Commu- 
nists in Korea had testified that 
the China Monthly Review ped- 
dled Communist propaganda and 
that they were forced to read it.
